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OUR CONTINENTAL CORRESPONDENCE. 

Parts, February 17, 1865. 

My note-book, as if to jeer me, is choke-ful! 
of interesting memoranda, but I resolutely close 
and clasp it that I may review the books which of 
late have appeared here. If space then be left me, 
I'll unpack my tablets. We have an interesting 
“ Life of H. Flandrin, the Painter,” by M. Delaborde ; 
the third, fourth, sixth, and seventh vols. of 
Father Carayon’s * Collection of Unpublished Docu- 
ments relative to the Society of Jesus ;"’ the com- 
plete correspondence of Mme. Du Deffand with 
President Henault, Montesquieu, d’Alembert, Vol- 
taire, Horace Walpole (a delightful book!), which 
is now for the first time brought together—M. de 
Lescure is the editor; a new edition of Mathieu 
d’Escouchy’s “Chronique,” published by the His- 
torival Society of France; the first volume of a 
‘History of Robespierre,” by E. Hamel, which pro- 
mises to be new and interesting ; the ninety-fourth, 
ninety-fifth, ninety-sixth numbers of the “ Archives 
of the Commission on Historical Monuments ;”’ Mme. 
George Sand’s last novel, “A Young Girl’s Confes- 
sion ;” an attack on the government, “ Europe and 
the Second Empire,” by M. de Carné, of the French 
Academy ; “The Sanitary Commission of the United 
States, its Origin, Organization, and Results, with a 
Notice on the Military Hospitals of the United States, 
and Sanitary Reform in European Armies,” by Dr. 
Thomas W. Evans; Jean Buvat’s “Journal of the 
Regency” (1715-23), now published for the first 
time; the Abbé Martigny’s * Dictionary of Chris- 
tian Antiquities from the Origin of Christianity to 
the Middle Ages’; E. Saisset on ‘ Skepticism” 
(ZEnesidema, Pascal, and Kant); ‘Life in the 
Kirghizes Steppes,” by Bronislas Zaleski, with etch- 
ings (the author is a Polish nobleman, who was 
made a Russian soldier, and spen{nine years in 
those deserts between the Caspian atid Aral Seas) ; 
“The Cossacks of the Olden Time,” by M. Prosper 
Merimée ; M. Durande’s Joseph Carle and Horace 
Vernet (a most amusing collection of Horace Ver- 
net’s letters) ; Mme. B. H. Van Nooten’s “Flowers, 
Fruit, and Choice Leaves of the Flora and Pomona 
of Java ;” the sixth vol. of King Jerome Bonaparte’s 
correspondence (the seventh and last volume may 
shortly be expected) ; Father Debreyne’s “ Mechi- 
alogy,” a treatise of sins against the sixth and ninth 
commandments of the Decalogue, and of all matri- 
monial questions indirectly or directly connected 
therewith, followed by an abridgment of practical 
sacred embryology (the work is destined to the 
Roman Catholic clergy exclusively) ; the unpub- 
lished correspondence of Marie Antoinette, and her 
mother, the great Maria Theresa, by Herr de Arneth 
(this work, which contains ninety-four unpublished 
letters of the Queen and seventy of the Em/press, 
has made a deep impression here; it shows the 
latter foresaw from the first the egregious folly of 
her giddy daughter; it throws great light upon 
Louis XVIII. and Charles X., and upon the reign 
of Louis XVI.). And now let me mention with 
more detail two works, one of which has been pub- 
lished, and the other is about to appear as a second 
edition. The first to which I allude is “Autographs 
in France and Abroad,” by M. de Lescure. It con- 
tains these chapters : a retrospective review of au- 
tographs ; the golden book of curiosity ; autograph 
hunting; autograph trade; history of the book and 
autograph auction hall, with list of celebrated sales 
from 1803 to 1864; foreign sales of autographs ; 
judicial history of autographs; the free-masonry 
of autography ; list of the chief autograph collectors 
in France and abroad; the desi/erata; hobbies; 
bibliography of the amateur of autographs; and the 
volume ends with a collection of curious unpublished 
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The 
other work is by J. M. Quérard, the poor bat 
persevering bibliographer, who has already done 
wonders in his profession, miracles I ought per. 
haps to say when I consider his poverty and unoff- 
cial, position, and contemplate his works. He js 
bringing ont a new edition of his “‘ Literary Frauds 
Exposed,” vhich will embrace all the French wri- 
ters who have published works under assumed 
names, Viz., anagrams, asterisks, cryptonyms, ini- 
tials, literary names, facetious or odd pseudonyms 
(whether discovered or not), apocryphal and sup. 
posed authors, plagiarists, and unfaithful publishers 
during the last four centuries. No less than 50,000 
titles are quoted. I translate a few lines from his 
prospectus: “ Bibliography is a frightful blind alley 
which leads neither to glory nor to fortune; one 
must be a hero or a madman to enter it. . . . To 
this last table the author has applied the plan ofa 
work he had conceived for our literary establish. 
ments, and which would have been at the same 
time a glorious monument for France. His ‘ Ency- 
clopedia of the Librarian’ will probably never see 
the light, in consequence of the general indifference 
and from want of the necessary encouragement. 
This indifference is more than blamable, for every 
century does not produce men perseveringly useful 
like the old Benedictines, Friar Lelong and his 
continuators, and M. Jacq, Ch. Brunet, ete., and 
many great works are lost to grave studies and 
posterity because their authors cannot add pecu- 
niary sacrifices to their long vigils.” 

The literary men of Paris have had an andience 
of the French Emperor to pray him to protect their 
interests so seriously menaced by the rejection of 
the perpetual copyright bill by the Council of State. 

It is said that wealthy bankers and eminent 
statesmen are organizing “ An Association to Assure 
Literary and Artistic Property to Authors and their 
Families.”” Count Walewski is said to be at the 
head of it. Ido not know their scheme. 

Editions of 50f., 10f., 5f., 5f. 50, and 50 centimes 
of the French Emperor’s “ Life of Caesar” will be 
published in the course of time. 

It is said the French Academy will elect the 
French Emperor a member immediately after the 
publication of the “ Life of Czsar.”’ M. Le Monnier, 
of Florence, will publish the Italian edition of this 
work ; he gives $5400 for the copyright; his rival, 
(M. Barbera) offered $7200. M. Minervi is the 
translator. It is said he owes his selection to Herr 
Mommsen, the German historian. Iam afraid to ha- 
zard mention of the amount of money which ramor 
asserts the French Emperor has spent on his work. 
The construction of the famous trireme, built that 
he might understand the ancient galley, cost 
$50,000; the letter-press has been set up twenty- 
two times. He pays all these charges out of his 
privy purse. The first volume will contain two 
books devoted to these subjects : Book First: Rome 
before Cesar; Rome under the Kings (from the 
foundation of the city to 244); Establishment of 
the Consular Republic (244-416) ; Conquest of Italy 
(416-488) ; Prosperity of Mediterranean Littoral 
before the Punic Wars; Punic Wars of Macedonia 
and Asia (488-621); the Gracchi, Marius and Sylla 
(621-676). Book 2: History of Julius Cesar (654 
695). 

I have to record the death of Herr A. Schilling, 4 
professor of Roman law at Leipsic, and Herr Ww. 
Junghaus, professor of history at Kiel. Switzerland 
has lost its novelist and publicist, M. Crusenstolge, 
who died of old age at Stockholm, and its lyri¢ poet, . 
M. Aszelius, who blew out his brains at Cronbrits- 
haven, where he was an inspector of the customs. 
The Belgian Government is about to issue the

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first numbers of a work entitled “ Iconographical | 


and Typographical Documents of the Royal Library 
at Belgium.” The first number will contain an in- 
teresting memoir, by M. Alvin, on the engravings 
executed in the first half of the fifteenth century, to 


illustrate a work of mystic theology entitled “ Spirit- | 


uale Pomerium” (Spiritual Orchard) ; he illustrates 
his text with copies of the original engravings made 
by photo-lithography. The second number will 
contain a memoir by H. Hymans on engravings 
of a later epoch of the same century. 

Eight editions, each of 2500 copies, of the Bishop 
(Dupanloup) of Orleans’ pamphlet have been 
sold. —The late Col. Charras has left behind him, 


ready for the press, a “ History of the Campaign of 


1813.”—M. Proudhon had completed before his death 
the manuscript of a work on “ The Political Capa- 
city of the Laboring Classes ;” several works on art ; 
and a “ Manual of Political Economy.” His friends 
reckon upon raising by public subscription enough 
money to purchase for his wife and children an an- 
nuity of $500.—Mme. Ratazzi (better known as the 
Princess de Solms, the daughter of Mr. Wyze, some- 


time British Ambassador at Athens, and a Princess | 


Bonaparte : Irish and Corsican blood !) has written a 
novel, ** The Creole’s Marriages,”” which has been 
interdicted in France.—M. Guizot is correcting the 
jast proof-sheets of the seventh volume of his mé- 
moire ; the next volume will complete the work. 
He is also correcting the second part of his “ Medi- 
tations on the Christian Religion.” Two editions 
of 10,000 copies of M. Sardou’s last play, “ The Old 
Bachelors,” have been sold; a third edition is in 
press. 

M. Meyerbeer’s musical library, which had hith- 
erto been scattered in his various abodes on the 
Continent, has been collected at Berlin. It is said 
to be of great value. It contains a great many old 
and very rare scores, some of which date from the 
earliest period of the history of the opera, and which 
pass for lost works, and scores of every epoch of the 
history of music. M. Meyerbeer provided by his 
will that a portion of the library should be given to 
his grandson, and the remainder to the Royal Li- 
brary at Berlin.—Here is one of the most extraor- 
dinary letters which have issued from the pen of M. 
Alex. Dumas (and that is saying not alittle). It ex- 
hibits a lack of moral sense which, I believe and 
hope, is not to be found even in the lowest writers 
of our Janguage. M. Paul Meurice is bringing out 
at the Ambigu Comique Theatre a drama founded 
on a novel, “ Les Deux Diane,” which figures on all 
our bookshops’ shelves among the works of M. 
Alex. Dumas. The latter thereupon replied in 
these terms to the former’s letter begging permission 
to dramatize the novel :— 

“My pear Mevrice: One day you borrowed my 
name to do you a service which my purse was 
unable to render, I gave it to you with perfect 
confidence, almost with pride, for you are one of 
those rare men, as a poet and prose writer, whose 
works the first among us would sign with shut eyes. 
You published ‘Les Deux Diane’ under my name. 
The work was successful, as much, perhaps more 
successful than if I had written it myself. But, 
when I sold my books to Levy, I informed Parfait 
and Levy that the novel ‘Les Deux Diane’ be- 
longed entirely to you, and should disappear from 
my works. Absent for some five years from France, 
Ihave been unable to recall this circumstance to 
the memory of my two friends, so that the book 
1a8 been printed as if it was by me, although you 
are the author of it. As your intention at present 
is to dramatize this book, I must declare upon 
honor that I had no share in its composition, nay, 
More, to shield my conscience, and, perhaps too, 
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to spare me regrets the day I was to surrender it 
to you, that I have never read it. Nevertheless, 
I do affirm that I related the little anecdote I here 
record to everybody who complimented me on ‘ Les 
Deux Diane,’ as a fact having the value of a formal 
renunciation of all property in the book so soon as 
my contract with Levy will expire. Levy reprinted 
it by mistake. I desire, my excellent and dear Paul, 
that this letter be published in order that the public 
may appreciate the extent of the friendship which 
binds us together, since everything, even our names, 
has been common between us, and that the public 
may at the same time know how great has been 
your delicacy. After keeping silent upon the reprint- 
ing of ‘Les Deux Diane,’ you have still thought 
you required my consent to dispose of an object 
which in nowise belongs tome. As for the drama, 
do with it what you please. I abandon all claim 
upon it, having no right to any part of it. As for 
the novel, it will give me pleasure if, when Levy 
publishes a new edition of ‘Les Deux Diane,’ he 
places your name by the side of mine, until the 
property reverts to you, leaving the title-page for 
you alone ; unless, however, when that day comes, 
you may be pleased to remain near me as Iam glad 
and proud to remain near you. Produce your 
drama, my friend, and be successful as you were 
‘Benvenuto Cellini,’ and may you say of me 
what I say of you: Poetical mind and loyal heart, 
I love thee !—ALEXANDRE Dumas.” 

What think you of this letter? “I have never 
read it!” is the strangest literary confession ever 
made. What do you think of M. Dumas still 
claiming to receive the copyright on the book, as 
he has been doing for years, without whispering a 
word to his friend? What do you think of Messrs. 
Michel Levy publishing a book by M. Dumas which 
they knew to be by M. Meurice? This novel has 
been published by “ Le Siécle” too. How many books 
are there in French literature written by one man, 
and published with another on the title-page for 
theauthor! The pages—for there are pages devoted 
to him—occupied by M. Dumas in M. Quérard's 
“ Literary Frauds Exposed” are a curious comment- 
ary on the morals of a French literary life. When 
paper falls, I will send them to you. G. 8. 


NOTES ON BOOKS AND BOOKSELLERS. 


TRUBNER’s AMERICAN AND OrtenTAL Literary Re- 
corp.—This is the title of a new monthly publication, 
in London, of which*we have received from Triibner & 
Co. the first number, 24pp. The object of the work 
is to form a medium of communication between 
American and Oriental authors and publishers and 
the English public, and also to make American and 
Oriental works better known in Europe. The pub- 
lishers state that in the United States a large number 
of really valuable works are yearly issuing from the 
press, hardly known in England because there has 
been heretofore no recognized organ through which 
their existence could become known to the English 
public. All such books will hereafter be noted in 
this publication, and brief notices given of their con- 
tents. The literature of Mexico and the Republics 
and States of Central and South America will be thus 
brought systematically before scholars and students. 
Sanskrit literature, as well as books in all the ver- 
nacular languages of India, and of the East in gen- 
eral, will also be fully reported upon. All these 
purposes are well accomplished in the first number. 
We have six closely-printed columns of “American 
Literary Intelligence” carefully made up. Then 
there are two pages of “ American Periodicals,” 
giving the contents of our various periodicals. 
Nine pages, in double columns, contain “ New Ame- 
rican Books and Recent Importations,” alphabeti- 
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eally arranged, with occasional brief remarks upon 
their character. ‘“ Peruvian Literature’ occupies 
four columns, and “ Brazilian Literature” two col- 
umns. The remainder of the number, six pages, is 
occupied with Oriental Literary intelligence and 
publications. This monthly register will have a 
general value for scholars and linguists, but to the 
American author and publisher it will be especially 
acceptable as a regular and efficient means of bring- 
ing our works to the notice of British buyers. 
Messrs. Triibner deserve our thanks for having 
taken a step which must result to our advantage. 
We trust their energy will be duly appreciated on 
both sides of the Atlantic. 

IMPORTANT ANNOUNCEMENT. — Messrs. Hurd & 
Houghton propose to reprint the works of the most 
distinguished theologians and preachers of England, 
previous to the middle of the eighteenth century, 
under the title of “ Library of Old English Divines.”’ 
It is an enterprise which will involve a large outlay, 
and result in a great number of volumes. The re-

The reprints will be made from the latest 
and best English editions, and will be accompanied 
with concise yet full biographical memoirs, and 
copious indexes. The printing will be done at the | 
*“ Riverside Press,” and in a manner not inferior to 
anything that has proceeded from that establish- 
ment. The general supervision of the work will be 
committed to Professor Shedd, of the New York 
Union Theological Seminary, who will be responsi- 
ble for the selection of the different authors in the 
series, and for the arrangement and editing of the 
materials. It is proposed to publish only complete 
editions, and should this rule be departed from in 
any instance, only entire treatises will be given. 
There will be no compilations, alterations, or muti- 
lations. Each author will be sold separately as 
well as collectively. The sermons of Robert South 
will constitute the first issue of the “ Library,” 
and will appear, during the current year, in four | 
volumes, octavo, at a cost of $3 to subscribers, and 
$3 50 to non-subscribers. This is a great under- 
taking, but we think it will be appreciated. We 
have no good editions of these grand old writers, | 
except the costly English ones. Those of Hurd & | 
Houghton will occupy the American market, and 
that market is surely large enough to make a steady | 
demand for such superior works. . 

Tae Paris “Chronique du Journal Général de 
l’Imprimerie et de la Librairie,” for the 17th of 
December last, reports a judgment of the Imperial 
Court of Paris, in which it is decided that the right 
of reproduction is included in the sale of an en- 
graved plate, so that the purchaser is entitled to 
bring an action against third persons making such 
reproductions, with like effect as the engraver him- 
self could. It was also held that proofs of prints 
engraved by artists whose rights are protected by 
the French copyright law of July 19, 1793, could 
not be lawfully reproduced by photography, al- 
though it would be otherwise where the temporary 
protection had expired, and the plate had fallen | 
into the public domain. 


“Tue Catuotic Wort” is the title of a new 
monthly magazine of general literature and science, 
edited by John R. C. Hazard, New York. It will 
contain the most striking and interesting articles | 
from the periodicals not only of Great Britain and 
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Treland, but also of France, Germany, Belgium, 
Italy, and Spain. Although representing the cur- 
rent of Catholic thought throughout the world, it 
will not confine itself to religious matters. It ap- 
pears in the form of a double-column octavo of 146 
pages. It is commended by the Archbishop of New 
York, but it is in no inferior sense itself its best 
commendation, for the first number is filled with 
well-written, scholarly, and diversified articles. 

Messrs. Sunetpon & Co., New York, announce ag 
in press, and nearly ready for publication, a new 
novel by Marion Harland, under the title of “ Hus- 
bands and Homes.” Marion Harland stands pro- 
minent among the novelists of this country. More 
than twelve years ago, when an unknown girl, she 
wrote * Alone,” which at once became very popular, 
About 75,000 copies of it were sold, and several 
thousand copies are still disposed of yearly. Next 
came “ Hidden Path,” which was, if possible, even 
more successful than “ Alone ;” then ‘ Moss Side,” 
then “ Nemesis,” “ Miriana,” and others. 

Cuar.tes Kyicut.—The well-known author-pub- 
lisher, Charles Knight, whose ‘‘ Popular History of 
England” is now a standard work, has published the 
third and concluding volume of his autobiography, 
entitled “ Passages of a Working Life during Half a 
Century.” It covers the time between 1844 and 
1864. He has been so careful in avoiding personal 


| anecdotes, that though he knew Jerrold well, he 


does not repeat even one of his sharp bon-mots. Yet 
one of Jerrold’s best and mildest was his extem- 
pore epitaph upon his friend—“ Good Night!” 

Art Sates.—In London, during the next month, 
the remaining works of the late John Leech and 
William Dyce, R. A., comprising oil-paintings, 
sketches, drawings in water-colors, &c., will be 
brought to the hammer by Christie & Manson, who 
will also sell the pictures, sketches, and studies

We have before heartily commended this work, 
It occupies a peculiar position, being a medium, as 
respects bulk and contents, between a voluminons 
encyclopedia and a meagre outline. It is just such 
a universal history as was needed for private libra- 
ries of moderate extent, and for school libraries. The 
style is lively and extremely readable, invest- 
ing even familiar events with freshness, and the re- 
sults of the most recent criticism and erudition are 
laid under constant contribution. Arnold, Long, 
Mommsen, and Grote are no less frequently cited 
than the elder authorities. The present volume 
contains the fourth, fifth, and sixth books, embrac- 
ing the period from the accession of Philip of Mace- 
don tothe Roman conquest of Carthage and Asia, 
and extending from B. C. 359 to B. C. 130. The 
text is not only well printed in large type, but it is 
fully illustrated by maps, plans, and engravings. 
The publication is, we understand, quite a success, 
and we have no doubt but that it will take position 
as a valuable and permanent survey of the whole 
field of historical events.
